Heat and High Wind Make Hard 


Battle for Firemen; Child 
Bucket Brigade Works 
on the Roofs. 


Chicago was in the throes of a fire epidemic 
yesterday. - | 

Four big fires, three of which were in the 
northwest side of the city, and one in the 
business district, caused property lose of 
more than $300,000, and threatened destruc- 
tion to thirty-seven residences, The fire de- 
partment was on the continual run from noon 
to 1 o'clock this morning. 

It was not only the hottest, but one of the 
windiest days of the year and firemen were 
kept busy fighting blases that menaced the 
city on account of the treacherous wind. 
More than fifty fire alarms were turned in 
during the day. 

The four big fires: 

Northwestern Malt & Grain Co, Forty- 
sixth avenue and Cortland street; grain eleva 
tor destroyed; loss to company between $150,000 
and $200,000; started 12:30 p. m. 

Charles F. Ogren & Oo., brewers, 1211 North 
Oakley avenue; brewery and stables destroyed; 
loss estimated at $30,000; «tarted 1:15 P. m 

Block of business buildings, flats, and resi- 
Gences at Lincoln avenue and George street; 
fire started in a bakery; estimated loss $75,000; 
started 3 p, m. 

4 four story building at 232-264 Franklin 
street; 4-11 alarm. Fire started at 1:80 this 
morning, Damage $15,000. 

The three blase ecailed forth practically 
all the firemen of the north, northwest, and 
west sides arid companies from the downtown 
district, 


Woman Is Severely Burned. 

The Lincoln avenue fire was the most spec- 
tacular. One woman probably was fatally 
burned, a desen families were made home 
less, and a many more business firms were 
completely wiped out. For a daylight fire 
the number of rescues were greater than at 
many midnight blazes. The fireswept area 
included nearly two square blocks, due chief- 
ly to the number of frame buildings and the 
tinder like condition of the roofs. One spark, |

Girl Real Fire Heroine. 

Mre, Witts, who is afflicted with deafness, 
was alone in the house on the third: floor, 
and did not become aware of ber danger 
until the flames penetrated through the 
roof of the building and toppied several 
beams near her feet and ignited her clothing. 
Policeman James Collins of the Sheffield 
avenue station and George Stahl, a deputy 
sheriff, dashed into the burning building 
and between them carried the woman into 
the street, where neighbors assisted in ex- 
tinguishing the flames. A quick run was 
made in the police ambulance for the Ger- 
man American hospital. 

Later in the evening the woman’s three 
daughters, who had been visiting in High- 
land park, where they were apprised of 
their mother’s injuries, hurried to the hos- 
pital. Physicians told them the recovery of 
their mother was doubtful. 

A 16 year old girl, Marguerite Louen, 2014 
Lincoln avenue, was the real heroine of the 
fire. Besides discovering the blase and run- 
ning half a block to a drug store to turn in 
the alarm, the giri assisted In rescuing two 
little chiléren, relatives, Raymond Schnei- 
der, 8 years old, and Pearl Schneider, 6 
months old from her own house, in which 
their parents were visiting. | 

She later disobeyed the orders of firemen 
and police and rushed into the blazing bulld- 
ing and rescued a pet bulldog, which she 
carried amid the cheers of hundreds, and a 
torrent of water from the hose of ‘he fire- 
men, toa refuge a block distant. 


Husband Rescues His Wife. 


Another rescue was that of Mrs. John J. 
Morgan, 204 Lincoln avenue, by her hus- 
band. Mrs. Morgan was ill in bed when her 
husband discovered the rear of the house in 
flames. He carried his wife in his arms to an 
undertaking establishment across the street, 
where an improvised bed was made for the 
sufferer. 

Some concern was expressed by friends and 
neighbors for another invalid, Mrs. E. E. How- 
ard, who shared the second nat at 2010 Lin- 
coin avenue with Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Mor- 
gan. The two latter, with others in the 
building, sought refuge in the office of the 
branch packing plant of Armour & Co. at 
Lincoln avenue and George street. For some 
minutes Mrs. Howard was forgotten in thé 
excitement. Mrs. Morgan, however, soon 
thought of her friend, and when a search 
failed to reveal her @ hunt of neighboring 
“ refuges’ was made.

' Washington, D. C., July 24.—[Special.}— 
President Taft and former President Roose- 
yelt have been asked by managers of the 
Republican congressional campaign to write 
letters explaining why, in their judgmént, 
the voters of the country should continue 
the Republican party in power. 

‘President Taft has promised to do so. Col. 
Roosevelt has not disclosed what action he 
will take. 

It is the purpose of the president to show 
that the Republican party is a party of ex- 
ecution; while the Democratic party, where 
it has not supported republican policies, has 
pursued a course of innocuous oposition. He 
will dilate upon legislation which Repub- 
licans have enacted during the present con- 


} gress. and which includes the tariff law, the 


railroad rate law, the postal savings law, 
statehood for Arizona and New Mexico, pub- 
licity of campaign expenditures, etc. 


Taft to Discuss Tariff Revision, 

He proposes also to discuss the question 
of the revision of the tariff, pointing out 
that the tariff board which has been created 
is now making an exhaustive study of the 
various schedules and of their operation 
and effect, with a view of formulating recom- 
mendations. to cure evils found to exist. 

There is reason to believe Prof. Emery, 
head of the board, was called to New Eng- 
land for the special purpose of reporting to 
Mr. Taft the results of his inquiries thus 
tar, and his views will be useful to the latter 
in the préparation of his political letter. 

As a revenue measure Mr. Taft will ex- 
press his entire satisfaction with the Aldrich 
law and will make it clear that he is aa 
stanch a defender of the statute as he was 
at Winona last fall. 


Roosevelt and the Aldrich Law. 

It would not be surprising should Mr. 
Roosevelt also wrote a letter, but there is 
absolutely nothing as yet to indicate what 
course he will pursue. So far as concerns 
railroad and other legislative achievements 
referred to, with the exception of the tariff 
law, he unquestionably is disposed to give 
them his hearty approval. But he never 
has considered the Aldrich law satisfactory 

and if he were to fail to mention that statute 
in his letter such fallure might be seized 
upon as a formal condemnation. 

But in answer to this it is pointed out he 
will speak for the reélection of Lodge in 
Massachusetts, and will not refer to the tariff 
in his address. Lodge voted for the Aldrich 
law and this vote is a part of his record. 

Omisston to refer to thé tariff in Massa- 
chusetts might be construed as a condemna- 
tion of the revision made. But he will speak 
also for Beveridge, and will not refer to tariff. 
Beveridge voted against the Aldrich law. 
Failure on his part to indorse the senator's 
action could be regarded as spot hd of the 
Aldrich law? 


Campaign Book Material. 


Under the circumstances It is suggested that 
no inference could be drawn one way or 
the other from the absence of any discussion 
of the Aldrich law in Mr. Roosevelt's letter. 
A way out might be furnished by Mr. Roose- 
velt indorsing the movement by the party 
to revise the tariff sclentifieally throw the 
work of the tariff board.

Werten of this text book is giving a 
great deal of trouble. Two questions are 
dificult to handle.

They want Republicans elected, no 
matter whether they are regulars or insur- 
gents, feeling that with the elimination of 
Speaker Cannon in the next congress it will 
be possible for the chasm separating the fac- 
tions to be bridged and the party once more 
put in a position to present a united front to 
the enemy.“ 


Demoeratie Course Is Clear. 

Democratic managers have no such ques- 
tions to face as are bothering the Republic- 
ans. They will dwell strongly on Cannonism 
and the rules, pointing out that the power of 
the speaker never could have been clipped 
save with their assistance, and that the rules 
could not have been modified without their 
votes. They will take the side of Pinchot and 
attack Ballinger. They will handle the tariff 
without gloves, in spite of the fact that a 


number of Democrats voted for increased 


duties. 

Nor will the Republicans fail to point out 
in the campaign that Democratic votes en- 
abled the adoption of the Reed rules for the 
present congress, although votes of the same 
persuasion later assured their modification.

May Have Independent Candidate. 

It is rumored Colquitt, will refuse to accept 
this statewide: prohibition feature of the 
platform. In that event, it is said, the Pro- 
hibition element of the party will put out 
an independent candidate for governor. 

Only for the fact that there were two Pro- 
hibition candidates in the field for governor, 
this faction of the party would have also 
won that feature of the contest by a large 
majority. Senator J. W. Bailey’s candidate, 
William Poindexter, is the third man in the 
race for governor, Cone Johnson occupying 
second position and running in the lead in 
many parts of the state. 


Trust Buster Runs Fourth. 

R. V. Davidson, former attorney general, 
who made the race for governor on his record 
as a trust buster and in having collected 
a fine of $1,680,000 from the Waters-Pierce 
Oil company, driving that corporation out 
of Texas for violating the anti-trust laws, is 
the fourth man, as shown by incomplete re- 
turns.

Although British baronets have the repu- 
tation of being wicked there are some who are 
almost saints. To the latter category belongs 
Sir David Hunter Blair. a barefooted monk 
of the order of St. Benedict, who after spend- 
ing a number of years laboring in the swamp 
districts of the Amazon river to convert the 
natives to Christianity, has returned home to 
Europe, blind, in the hope that some miracle 
may be accomplished toward therestoring of 
his eyesight, 

The Hunter Blair family made its fortune 
in the eighteenth century, when its members 
were the king's printers for Scotland, and 
partners of the Forbeses of Pit Sligo, in the 
Edinburgh banking business of that name. 
Sir David is the fifth baronet of his line, re- 
ceived his education at Eton, and at Magda- 
len college, Oxford, served in the army with 
the rank of captain of one of the Highland 
regiments, and was a chamberlain of Pius IX. 
and of Leo XIII., but on the death in 1878 
of his wife (of whom curiously enough no 


mention is made in any of the standard works | 


of reference) he, with the permission of Leo 
XIII., entered holy orders, became a Bene- 
dictine monk, and on his father’s death in 
1806, turned over the family estates, includ- 
ing Blairquhan castle, near Maybole, in Ayr- 
shire, to his younger brother, Capt. Edward 
Hunter Blair of the royal navy. One of his 
sisters is the wife of the earl of Glasgow. 

Sir David has done missionary work in 
Patagonia and was for a time rector of the 
Abbey school, Fort Augustus. So far ag I 
am aware, he is the only monk who belongs 
to any clubs, having retained his member- 
ship of the Caledonian, in Edinburgh, and of 
the Conservative in London.

RAILWAY OAPITALIZATION, 

Chicago, July 19. — [Editor of The Trib- 
une. John Callan O Laushlin in a recent 
letter is extremely misleading. Mr. O’ Laugh- 
lin discussed the subject of federal reguia- 
tion of radlway securities and said: 

„The states apparently are unwilling to 
act for the public relief as shown by the 
tremendous increase in the cost of roads per 
mile during the last ten years. Under the 
practices in force prior to 1900, railroad 
capitalization did not exceed much more 
than $60,000 per mile. A few years ago it 
jumped to $235,000.” 


Mr. O’Laughlin apparently uses the words ) 


cost and capitalization ab interchangeable 
and the plain implication of hie language 
is thet the average capitalization of Amer- 
ican railways per mile prior to 1900 did not 
much epceed $60,000, but that since then 
it has jumped to 6288000. Now, the fact 
is that the average capitalization of Amer- 
ican reilways today Is less than $60,000 per 
mile and that there ig not a single trunk 
line railway in the United States that is 
capitalised for as much as $235,000. The 
latest annual report of the interstate com- 
merece commission, that for the year ended 
June 30, 1008, says: The par value of the 
amount of reilway capital outstanding, ac- 
cording to the returns of carriers filing re- 
ports with the commission, éxclusive of those 
classed as switching and terminal com- 
panies. was $16.767,544,.827. Of this amount 
$12,840,001,462 was outstanding in the hands 
of the public, which, if assigned on a mileage 
basis, shows a capitalization of $57,280 per 
mile of line.“ Samus. O. Dunn. 

ARE RAILROADS DISCRIMINATING? 

Chicago, July 22.— [Editor of The Trib- 
une, I- Would it be possible for you to inform 
the members of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public why the railroads are charging them 
$3.20 more than they are charging the gen- 
era] public for the privilege of riding in one 
of their cars to Atlantic City and return on 
the occasion of their annual national en- 
campment, which is to be held tn that city 
during the month of September this year? 
Yet such is the fact. The railroads are ad- 
vertising every day round trip tickets to At- 
lantic City, with lots of stop over privileges, 
for $25.70, but the best rates they can give 
the old soldier is $28.90, with very few stop 
over privileges. Have the railroads go soon 
forgotten the war of the rebellion, when a 
large number of the soldiers of the Union 
army sacrificed their lives in guarding their 
property from the raids of the rebela? Why 
do the railroads discriminate against the old 
soldier; and this, too, on northern railroads? 
The Daughters of the Confederacy, confeder- 
ate veterans, and those allied with the con- 
federacy can get rates of 1 cent per mile for 
their conventions or encampments; then why 
should the boys in blue be charged such ex- 
cessive rates?

I am writing in 
the hope that ft might interest others, Is 
Michigan more humane to the criminals than 
Illinois? Any one can attend divine service 
on Sunday at 10:80 a. m. at the Jackson 
prison. The public is kept waiting outside 
the warden’s office until the prisoners are 
all seated. Then the big iron door is opened 
and you are let in. The first impression you 
have is of the absolute quiet that prevails. 
On entering the chapel a trusty ushers you 
up a flight of stairs to a bal y which will 
seat at least 200 people, d you hear a 
band playing. This band is composed of 
twenty-two men, all prisoners, ten sentenced 
for life.

Farmer Saves $20 a Year. 

At this elevation the cultivation is not so in- 
tensive. In a little vineyard I found a grizzled 
old farmer and his two sohs. Weeds had been 
allowed to grow to a height of a foot between’ 
the vines. These the younger son gathers into 
piles. The other son and the old man, with huge, 
primitive looking hoes, loosen the soil to a depth 
of a foot. On the upper side of each vine, they 
bury. the weeds in à trench. This serves ag a 
fertilizer, holds the moisture and prevents the 
soil from becoming hard. 

The old man owns four acres of land worth, 
even at this elevation, $160 an acre. “How 
much can you save in a. year?” Some years 
I have one hundred lire ($20); other years not 
so much.” Wine made here is not as valuable as 
that of the plain. In the restaurant in Somma 
„it is worth 2 cents a quart. The old man ex- 
plained that if he were a rénter and not a prop- 
prietor, he and his two boys would have to work 
extremely hard to keep alive. “Why don’t you 
send your boys to America?” I asked. “ Well, 
there one can pat; here also there is something 
to eat.“ In a primitive rush shelter at the 
edge of a little field was a little burro. I am 
told that some one sleeps here at night. Where, 
I do not know, “eee by gad ut the burro outside.

Fire insurance men ridieule the action of 
the sexas insurance department in ousting 
the Fidelity-Phenix from the state because, 
in the opinion of the attorney general, it 
violated the anti-trust law when the Phenix 
and Fidelity of New York merged their in- 
terests into one corporation. 

It is one of those peculiar rulings to which 
insurance companies are subjected from time 
to time, and underwriters point to such as 
one of the obstacles they have to confront 


‘in the attempt of the states to go the utmost 


in regulaion. The Fidelity-Phenix is a single 
corporation, and insurance men fall to see 
how when two companies decide to merge 
into one the anti-trust law Is being violated. 

In Texas there are a few general agencies 
that represent a number of large companies, 
These general agencies are large premium 
producers, and any one of some has several 
companies under its jurisdiction. How, 
therefore, an attorney general can overlook 
these general agencies and excommunicate 
one company that has no Keneral agency 
amfiliation in Texas, underwriters fafl to see.

Only Nine States: in Country Report 
Loss in This Feature. 


Wien . 0. any 24.—It does not ap- 
pear'from the figures of the controller of the 
currency as to the conditions of national 
banks on June 30. 1910. that curtaliment of 
loans has been as successful as was expected. 
In the middle and western sections of the 
country, where it was beHeved that banks 
were drawing down their loans at every op- 
portunity in order to prepare for the ‘¢rop 
movement, twelve out of seventeen states 
reported increases im the. lean item: The 
states that did decrease their loans in chose 
sections were Wisconsin by $39,661, Iowa by 
$2,129,362, Missouri by $705,684, Nebraska by 
$862,318, and Kansas by $752,804. 

Compared with a year ago; ench of these 
seventeen states, with the exception or Ne- 
braska, have increased their loans. Iinals 
shows. an inerease in this period of over 
$18,000,000 and Ohio of over $16,000, 000. 


Mississippi Reports a ‘Decrease. 

Of the eastern and southerp states only one, 
Mississippi, reported a decrease. In the whole 
country it. is not possible to find more than 
nine states that have drawn their loans down 
from the figures of Murch’29; 1910. 

The reserve cities present a better showing. 
The three central reserve cities, New York, 
Chicago, and St. Louis, all reported de- 
creases, New York’s amounting to 632.023, 
290, St. Louls to $10,861,701, and Chicago to 
$11,342,728. 

In the eastern reberve cities Boston, A- 
bany, and Philadelphia showed smaller 
loans. In the south, decreases were general. 
This is also true of the middie and western 
cities.. Out of twenty-two cities that are 
designated as reserve cities, only seven re- 
ported increases, 

Salt Lake City is the only_city belonging to 
the Pacific coast section that showed a de- 
crease. F reported an increase of al- 
most $9. 00 and San Francisco of over 
$3,000,000. 

Total Loans Five Billions. 

The total amount of loans of all national! 
banks in the country on June 30 was $5,430, - 
159. 1886. as compared with $5,432,003.000 on 
March 20, 1910, a decrease of $1,934,008. Com- 
pared with the total on June 23. 1900. how- 
ever, there is an increase of almost 400,000.

tieularly in Indiana, the Harry C. Gilbert 
company.

Peas live come and gone quickly. The 
pack in this part of the country was small, 
in Wisconsin almost nothing, and the New 
York pack was small. 

“The grocery trade almost over the entire 
country early realized the serious nature of

‘*Wisconsin’s packers have added to the 
demand on the stock in this state, buying In- 


dlana en to help fill their contracts, Al- 


though it is conceded that the sales on future 
contracts in Wisconsin. or, in fact, anywhere 
that peas are packed, were smaller this year 
than for many years on account of the low 
prices at which old peas were cleaned up and 
the high prices asked, for futures, scarcely a 
packer in Wisconsin was abie to deliver even 
a thinimum amount on contracts. Today we 
do not know of a packer in Wisconsin who 
has peas to sell, and the pack is practically 
over. In Indiana the offerings are limited to 
a few lots.“ 

According. to careful and erhaus ve in- 
quiry made by a reliable packer, tde tomato 
acreage for 1910 is less than that for 1900 by 
over 90 per cent, the corn acreage for the 
year is about the same as in 1908, and the 1910 
pea acreage 10 per cent less than last year. 

Prospeeta are unusually bright at the pres- 
ent time for a good yield of tomatoes and 
corn. Tomiato vines are in fine condition and 
sweet corn shows a good stand in most of the 
sections where it ie raised for packing. 


McNeil & Higgins Review.

SMALL INVESTORS BUY BONDS; 


LOW PRICES ATTRACT THEM. 


New York Market Is Invaded by Pur- 
chasers of Securities, Which Are Near 
Rock Bottom Figures. 


New York, July 24—A development of the 
week which came in for considerabie inter- 


every day of the week numerous sales of one, 
two, and three bonds were recorded on the 
stock exchange ticket tape, and advices from 
the banks and bond houses confirmed the 
impression that small investors were in the 
market purchasing mortgage securities more 
treely than in a long time past. 

That this should have been so ia not ex- 
traordinary. Bonds, the same as stocks, have 


| lately falien to their lowest prices of the 


year, and many of them have begun to 
shaw attractive income yields at current 
quotations. The reluctance of the public to 
purchase stocks even at their ruling “ bar- 
gain prices has been explained in several 
ways; but the fear as to the possible result 
of trade ‘reaction has naturally had less 
effect upon bonds than stocks. Investors 
who exercise especial care in the selection 
of their security purchases have realized 
this, and their vurchases have th been 
reflected: more particularly in bond 
market than in stocks. 

The small investof has not been alone to 
appreciate the possibilities of the bond mar- 
ket, for institution buying and European 
purchases have also been made in scatter- 
ing amounts. A satisfactory feature of such 
band buying 4s has occurred is that the in- 
terests who participate in it almost in vari- 
ably buy their securities to hold. They take 
them away from Wall street entirely. Stil 
it is significant that issues which are Hsted 
on the stock. exchange and which can be 
readily R have in the recent buying 
received far greater favor than those which 
are not listed.

SOUTHERNERS ARE ALARMED 
AT BILLS OF LADING PROBLEM. 


Say Complete Revolution in the Cotton 
Trade Will Follow the Stand Taken 


by European Bankers. 


New Orleans, La., dite Sain toate beat. 
ers and business men are at work on the 
problem presented by the recent action of 
European bankers in connection with cot- 
ton bills of lading to the effect that begin- 
ning in November American cotton bills 
of lading shall be negotiable only when 
guaranteed by an American banking ineti- 
tution. ! 

Southern cotton men say a complete revo- 
lution in the cotton trade will follow the 
stand taken by the nk i bankers. In the 


event American banks fefuse to guarantee 
cotton bills of lading th¢ cotton business of 
the south, they say. would be thrown im- 
mediately upon a cash basis and would mean 
a drain of millions of dollars from the mone- 
tary centers of the country, which, under 
present financial conditions, would be unable 
to stand such heavy demands for actual 
money. Southern bankers express doubt as 
to whether banks can assume such a respon- 
sibility. 

One of the many plans suggested as offer- 
ing a solution of the problem is that the 
railroads guarantee the bills of lading to the 
American banks, which, in turn shall guar- 
antee them to the banks abroad. In this 
connection an important conference of ! 
ing cotton men will be held in New Orleans 
within. the next week or ten days. 

Cotton dealers in Galveston, New Orleans, 
Mobile, Savannah and other southern ports 
are advocating port bills of lading, which, 
they assert, with a proper checking system 
will preclude all possibility of frauds being 
practiced on European importers. 


LINSEED OIL PRICES JUMP. 


Shortage in Flax Production Responsi- 
ble for Increase of 80 Per Cent 
in Ten Months, 


New Tork, July 24.—[Special.]—President 
Cole’s assignment of the prevailing high 
prices for linseed oil as one of the funda- 
mental reasons for the reduction in the Na- 
tional Lead common dividend calls attention 
to the remarkable advance which has taken 
place in this commodity in the pest nine or 
ten montha 

Since last fall the wholesale price of lin- 
seed oll has increased almost 80 per cent, 
and is today selling at 86c per gallon, the 
highest quotation on record. It sold for 8e 
per gallon no longer ago than September. 

Trade authorities state that the prevailing 
level of prices has been dictated solely by 
the short supply of flaxseed both in this 
country and abroad. Previous to 1900 the 
average flaxseed crop of the United States 
was between -25,000,000 and 27,000,000 bu. 
Last year it dropped to 10,000,00 bu and Ar. 
gentina’s production was also less than nor- 
mal. As a result it is estimated that the 
stock of linseed oil or of flaxseed counted as 
of], was, on July 1, 10.000 000 gallons less than 
at the same period last year. 

It was expected that this year a 30,000,000 
bu flaxseed crop could be counted upon, but 
abnormally dry weather has cut down the an- 
ticipated production by over 10,000,000 bu. 

The normal annual increase in the consump- 
tian of linseed oll is about 10 per cent, a fact 


which aggravates an already serious situa- | 


tion. In fact, it is claimed that without the 
5,000,000 bu of flaxseed which have been im- 
ported into the country since Feb. 1, there 


would be no surplus stock of linseed oll.
